9s. Life and Literature of the New Testament. (2) Sect. I 7M. T. 
W. Th.; Sect. II 9M. T. W. Th. Mr. Agee: 


A study of the central documents of the Christian religion to de- 
termine their origin, authorship, literary structure, nature and perma- 
nent value. As historical documents they will be examined by historical 
methods. An acquaintance with the social situation in the first Chris- 
tian century will be sought, so that the reality of this literature may be 
estimated and the moral and religious ideal which it seeks to interpret 
may be judged. Prerequisite: Sophomore standing. 


122s. Christian Ethics. (2) 8 M. T. W. Th. Mr. Agee. 


A critical examination of the ethical ideals of Jesus. The develop- 
ment of Christian ethical theory with special reference to the problems 
of our modern world.
